 Jenny Jurcak – Why are dogs leaving unaltered and going to other states and sitting in cages with no 

accountability (3
rd

 party transfers)?  I. Capifali responded that it is not illegal for 3
rd

 party transfers; S. 

Russell responded that rescues keep animals in kennels and CACC has a vetting process in place for all 

applications for Homeward Bound rescues. 

 Katie Campbell – Who at CACC does behavior assessments for euthanasia?  Why does CACC transfer 

animals to Animal Welfare League? Look at their numbers.  Does CACC still use the yellow card when 

they find a stray animal? 

 Wendy Gruhl – Would like more information on the CRISP Diversion program; groups involved / dates / 

contact info.  S. Russell reported that CACC is working on the information to put on the website and to 

distribute to visitors. 

 Susan Taney – Would like to thank CACC and CACC Volunteers for putting together events where 

microchips and pet ID tags were distributed to preserve the Human / Animal Bond.
